Malaya Is in an Uproar But 
the True Picture Won't

for anyone caught packing a gun 
without permission.

After V-J Day the British came 


back. The Malayan Sultans more 
or less welcomed

The British proposed a Malayan 


union, designed to set Malaya free 
some clay.

Job Outlook 
for All the 
Graduates

What is the job outlook today, 


for the more than 200,000 college 
graduates a'nd 1,000,000 graduates 
of secondary schools who 
find 


themselves available this summer? 
The Department of Labor says 


it is good; that graduates are com- 
ing into a favorable labor market 
with employment at an alltime hi- 
gh. 


In some field such as engineer- 
ing there will be competition. In 
chemistry, graduates with advanc 
cd degrees will have better oppor- 
tunities than those with only bach- 
elor's degrees. 


But on the whole college gradu- 


ates will have a big field 
from 


which to choose. There is a great 
need for well-trained personnel in 
all professional fields. Nearly ten 
milion additional teachers will be 
needed within the next ten years 
if educational goals arc to be met. 


Among high school graduates, 
the Labor Department reports that 
girls will probably seek occupa- 
tion in clerical and sales .occupa- 
tions. Ono out of every eight per 
sons in the U. S. is a clerical wor- 
ker, with secretaries, stenograph- 
ers, and typists employed as the 
largest group of clerical workers. 
One out of every 17 has a sales 
job, which is another broad field 
for women aspiring to get into the 
merchandising and selling field. 


Weigh your attributes first and 


decide what job you can 'best han- 
dle. 
Jobs in music and social 
work, as librarian or physicians' 
dentists or laboratory assistant sho- 
uldn't be passed up for lack of 
training. You can always learn. 


Fewer than 5,000 women are em- 
ployed as airplane stewai;desses, 
actresses, astronomers, radio com- 
mentators, photographers, geolog- 
ists lawyers, psychologists. But if 
you ;feei especially

The Department of Agri- 
culture reports that thousands of 
4-H Club boys and girls and Boy 
Scoiit organizations .make a

How to Gut 
Summer 
Burglaries

.Last year 373,450 burglaries oc- 
curred in the United States, 39.8 
per cent of them involving resi- 
dences. In other words, more than 
148,000 American homes were bur- 
glanzed. This is a rate consider- 
ably 
above 12,000 a month. 
fcvery vacationer might well ask 


himself "Is my home one of the 
12,UJO that will be burglarized 
while I am away?" 
The variations in structure, lay- 


out and 
location 
of individual 
homes 
make 
it impossible 
for 


anyone to lay down ironclad pro- 
cedures 
that will guarantee the 


safety of any 
untcnanted resi- 
dence. Yet there are certain pre- 
cautions which 
might minimize 
the risk that everyone takes when 
he leaves his home deserted dur- 
ing vacation time. 
1. Don't let casual, unknown 
callers at your door or unidenti- 
fied loiterers in the neighborhood 
mow that you plan to go away. 


2. Do not give anyone the im- 


pression that you keep in your 
home such valuables as money or 
jewelry or other properties that 
could be converted easily to the 
use of a thief. Such information 
as this can quite innocently leak 
through neighbors or tradespeo- 
ple and become a strong tempta- 
tion to someone who otherwise 
might never think of burglarizing 
your home. 


3. Be -sure that all door deliv- 
ery services 
(such as milk and 
newspapers) are stopped 
in ad-- 
vance of your departure so that 
there will not be an accumulation 
of material at your front door to 
advertise your absence. 


4. Make arrangements to have 


your mail forwarded or held to 
avoid an accumulation noticeable 
to passers-by. 
5. Make arrangements 
with a 
neighbor to remove daily all cir- 
culars 
or announcements 
that 


you if they need information to 
assist them in their investigation. 
8. Be sure that all doors, win- 
dows, and screens are securely 
fastened (with 
specials locks if 
necessary). A recent police sur- 
vey in a large city revealed that 
! over 100 doors to business estab- 
lishments were left uniocKed 
ai 
night. This kind of carelessness is 
repeated often in private dwell- 
ings. 


y. Within the limits of plausi- 
bility, leave your home looking as 
normal as possible. Try to avoid 
drawing your blinds and shades 
in sucn a way as to give your 
home a "shut-up" appearance. 


10. If at all possible 
arrange- 
ments should be made to have 
any particularly vulnerable areas 
of your dwehng illuminated 
at 
night. It 
should be 
noted that 
more than 81 per cent of the 373,- 
450 burglaries occurring in 1947 
were committed at night. If there 
is a rear door or cellar entrance 
located on a dark side of 
your 


house where burglars can prowl 
unnoticed, 
a small 
light might 


well be kept

Auckland, New Zealand — The 


grand-daddy of all pumas in this 
city's zoo has reached the ripe 
old age of 17, and is still without 
a tell-tale grey hair about

muzzle. Statistically-minded natu- 
ralists say it is almost unheard 
of for a puma to live more than 
10 years. 


Zoo officials are confident that, 
after a check has been made with 
the London 
Zoological 
Society, 


Auckland's puma will win official 
recognition as the Methuselah of 
pumas. 


The puma belongs to one of the 
largest of the cat family. 


Unlike most of Auckland Zoo's 
other animals, the puma has never 
been named. It was born in Cen- 
tral America, and was reared at 
the San Diego, Calif., zoo before 
coming to Auckland in 1931 when 
only a few months, old. 


Zoo officials attribute the puma's 
longevity to regular hours and 
regular meals. Its current diet is 
from 10 to 12 pounds of meat a 
day. 
The puma, however, is not likely 


to have many more birthdays. A 
cub will be flown from San Diego 
shortly. After the cub has settled 
down in Auckland, says Zoo Cura- 
tor E. R. Sawcr, the veteran puma 
will be "quietly disposed of."

Chicago—Some birds use tools. 
Take the woodpecker-finch of the 
Galapagos Islands. It searches and 
probes for insects. But it has a
